GENERAL NEWS. 

Farther acconnts of the burning of the emi- 
gront ship Wim, Nelson, on the 25th ult, are to the 
effoct that tbo fire originated during the famigation of 
the vessel.

RECIPROCITY AT DETROIT—MR, 
POVTER—-THOR GLOBE, 

Tho Hon. John EF. Potter, formerly a Rop- 
resentative in Congress from Wisconsin, is 
now U. §, Cousul-Genoral for the Canadas. 
Ho thought fit to attond the recent Trade 
Convention at Detroit, and there, at a 
specially convened mecting of Amorican 
delegates only (though Cavadians also. were 
at perfect liberty to attend,) he gaye tho reasons 
which ‘impelled him to deprecate a renowal of 
‘the arrangement known ag Reciprocity, Iu lan 
guage every way conrteons and vnobjection- 
able, he avowed his conviction that a perma- 
nent and perfect reciprocity of free commerce 
hetween the United States andthe 
Canadas was desirable to both partios— 
that the temporary, partial, aud necossarily 
precarious arrangement now known as 
reciprocity tended to prevent a realization of 
the Lrno and perfect reciprocity—aud that, in 
the interest of that truo reciprocity, ho beld 
that its present Mlusory and imperfect name- 
sake should ecase. In setting forth his views, 
he uttered no harsh or unkind sentence, and 
cust no blamo on any one. He even apologized 
for the wrongs we havo endured at tho hands 
of the Coursols and kindred Canndiun dignita- 
ries, who have proffered impuuity for Rebel 
raids for purposes of murder and robbery 
noross our frontier, insisting that, had Canada 
been tho theater of civil war, similar wrongs 
would baye found incitement and protection 
on ovr side, But ho not merely as- 
serted—he proved—that there were many 
good Canadians who yiewed the sub- 
ject in tho same light with himself, and 
deprecated a renewal of what is termed Reci- 
proeity as an impediment to a true and perfect 
yeciprocity through politienl union, In all 
this, it was obvious that Mr. Potter was not 
acting unadyisedly nor in bostility to the wishes 
of the Government of which he is a represent- 
ative. And -his statement that, for a year past, 
no single American vessel has passed through the 
St. Lawronce to or from the ocean is a striking 
commentary on the asserted reciprocity of the 
present system. 

The Globe (Toronto) isa Liberal organ. Its 
editor aud proprietor is the Canadian Premier, 
aud we houor Lim for the fairness and good 
fecling wherewith be has treated our country 
throughout our veeent National trial. But we 
ust say thathis treatment of Mr. Potter and 
ch is not likely to be quoted as proof 
either of his liberality or his fairness. Ho says: 


“There ja no Annexation party in Canada, Notia 
ingle man, having imfuenes enough to heewme reeve of 
a township, dares pubsicly to s¥ow himself an annexa-

—That, we presuine, is truc—just as it was 
true five years ago that no man of influence or 
position in the Slave States of our Union dare 
avow himself an Abolitionist. Yet we have 
since scen Slavery abolished, and we do not 
believe there is ene State of tho fifteen of whose 
people a decided majority does not to-day 
rejoice that Slavery is abolished. 

—The Globe talks of Canada having, in case 
of Annexation, to ‘help pay the Three Thou- 
sund Millions of American Debt.” If Canada 
owed nothing, this would be a hit; but, since 
her Dobt is proportioually nearly as heavy as 
ours, we suggest that it would be better not to 
dwell on this head.

Vofore we had Keciprocity, and we ean live without it 
again, * * © Should the people of tbe United States 
De mean and foolish enough to attempt to drive us to 
annexation ‘by a decluration of uon-intercourse, wo 
can tell them that there will be uo two minds in Canada 
about the course tu bd pursued," &e., &e, 


—Is this a fair statement? Is it consistent 
with truth? Who on‘our side bas proposed or 
suggested “non-intercourse” with Canada? 
Who has proposed to put her on any other foot- 
ing in her trado-with us than that of the most 
favored foreign nations? We have two rules 
or systems of commercial intercourse, one of 
them governing our trado within the Union; 
tho other regulating our intercourse with people 
outside ofour Union. We offor Canada her choico 
between these, frankly ayowing our preference 
for the more intimate and wholly untaxed, un- 
trammeled. She answers that she is content 
with neither, but requires a third, which will 
give her all the commer advantages of an- 
nexation Without its political ties and responsi- 
bilities. She has o perfect right to suggest 
this, and to solicit our assent toit. We may 
accede or decline, but we baye no right in 
any edse to show vexation or annoyance, much 
less call names. If we do not choose to 
say Yes, we may say No, and thero is 
tho “end of it. To reprehend her 
as mean and foolish, because she solicits @ pecu- 
liar and extraordinary arrangement with us, 
would be at once unjust and absurd, But it 
behooves her to consider that we do not proclaim 
“non-intercourse’—nothing like it—because 
we ask her to trade with us os a sister or asa 
stranger, whicheyer she shall prefer—not as o 
sister in part and o stranger in part, but wholly 
as one or the other. Muay we not hope that The 
Globe will reconsider this matter, and treat us 
at least with justice if not with civility 7 


BRITISM POLITICS, 

We shall soon be receiving returns of the 
elections for a new House of Commons—the 
first since 1859. Though a House may last 
seven years (under an act passed in the reign of 
William III., under a pretense of fear that a 
majority of Jacobites—that is, partisans of the 
expelled King James II.—might otherwise be 
chosen,) it rarcly continues a full term, being 
liable to dissolution at the pleasure of the Crown 
(that is, the Minietry) while it must be dissolved 
within six months after the death of the sover- 
eign. The usual life ofa Parliament averages 
about three years, which was its legal term be- 
fore o three-year Parliament elongated its own 
legal torm, and that of its successors, as afore- 
said. * 5 

The election now proceeding will not, it is 
generally understood, change the political com- 
plexion of the House. But the Prime Minister 
('Firet. Lord of the Treasury”) Viscount 
Palmerston (Honry John Temple) is over 80 
years old, and, in the course of nature, must be 
yery near tho olose of his publio if not of his 


soncerned, 


earthly career. Ho is by nature and oduca- 


tion a Tory, though, since tho great Reform 
struggle of 1831-2, ho bas genorally acted with 
the Whigs. Ho was first a candidate for Par- 
Fiament in 1806 (59 years ago,) and yas first 
chosen next year. To for twonty years repre- 
sented Cambridge Univorsity, until thrown out 
for his support of tho Roform Dill; be 
was next choson (in 1832) for South Hampshire, 
but thrown ont at the next election (18345) 
sinee which ho has for twenty years represented 
the borough of Tiverton, where he of lato en- 
counters no opposition, His peorago is Irish, 
and of course docs not send him to the House of 
Lords; but he may be called thitber whenever 
ho sees fit, and, should he retire from tho Pre- 
miership, would probably take refugo in the 
upper House. Whilo he remains Minister, how- 
ever, be must retain his seat in the Commons, 
for no man in his party could replnee him iu the 
leadership of that body. We apprchend thet 
his present election will bo bis last, 

William Ewart Gladstone, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, yanks next to Palmerston in ability 
and in the importance of his post, which is very 
nearly our Seoretary of the Treasury and Choir- 
man,of the House Committee of Ways and 
Mvans rolled into one.. Mr. Gladstono is 56 
years old, entered public life as a Tory, but 
codperated with Sir Robert Peel in repealing 
the Corn Laws, aud has since been rather & 
Liberal than otherwi: Ho was first chosen to 
Parliament (from Newark) in 1832, and bas 
represented the University of Oxford since 
1847. He is uow likely to be run out by Mr. 
Gathorno Hardy, fivo years younger, who 
represeuted Leominster in tho late House, and 
is an ablo Tory. Gladstone is tho most 
eloquent Englishman living. Toe ought to 
succeed Palmerston as Premier, but his claims 
to that post will probably bo deferred to those 
of Lord John Russell, now sitting in 
the Lords as Earl Russell, 73 . years 
old, and for many years member of 
the House of Commons for the City of London. 
Ile is a scion of tho great Whig family of 
Russell whereof the Duke of Bedford is chief, 
has always been a Liberal of the aristocratic 
Whig school, and is o statesman of largo ex- 
perience and moderato ability.’ In tho present 
Ministry, ho is Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affi 

Lord Westbury, formerly Sir Richard Betbell, 
is Lord High Chancellor, and as such prosides 
over the House of Lords; but ho has just been 
compelled to resign by a vote of tho Commons 
severely censuring certain of his official acts. 
Ho holds his place until tho new Parliament can 
be assembled; bat his fall is a blow to tho Min- 
istry, and may tell on the eleotions how pro- 
ceeding. But itis understood that tho Tories 
will make no dotermined struggle for power 
until Palmerston shall seo fit to resign tho Pro- 
miership. 

Edward, Earl of Derby, is tho leador of tho 
Couservative or Tory party, Ho/is 66 years old, 
and, during his father’s lifetime, was kuown as 
Lord Stanley, as Ais sou is now known. The 
present Earl, when a commoner, codperated in 
jecting Parliamentary Reform, but bas been a 
Tory for the last twenty or thirty yoars, He 
bas twice beon Premier, and may be ogain. 
His ability and eloquence are of a high order, 
and he recently won @ placo in tho republic of 
letters by a good translation in blank verse of | 
tho Iliad. 
Benj. Disraeli, now 60 years old, is the Tory 
leader in the Houso of Commons. He is per- 
haps moro widely known inthis country by his 
novels ("Vivian Grey," “Coningsby,” &c.) 
than by his speeches. Ho ontered Parliament 
in 1837, and has for 18 years been leading 
inember for Buekinghamshiro, where ho has not 
been soriously opposed at any recent election, 
Ho has twico beon Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and, despite his Hebrow lineage, is recognized 
with pride by the Tory squires in the House as 
their leader. Ho will of course resume the 
leadership of the Commons in case of his 
party’s return to power during the remain 
of his public life. 

Jobn Bright, leading member for Birming- 
ham, 54 years old, is the leader of the Radicals. 
He has been in Parliament pretty constantly 
since 1843, though onco thrown out when rep- 
resenting Manchester. He is in no danger of 
dofedt now, and will probably live to sce an- 
other and more thorough Reform bill than that 
of 1832 sont up by the Commons to the Lords. 

—We may speak of other notables in Parlia- 
ment hereafto: 


THE LORD CHANCELLORS FALL. 

Monday, the 3d of July, will long bo recol- 
lected as a memorable day in the history of tho 
British House of Commons and in the history of 
the Lord Chancellors of England. On thatday 
the House, after full debate, pronounced its 
jadgment that Lord Westbury was unworthy to 
hold the great seal of the realm. Mr. Hunt, in 
rising to more his resolution, declared that it 
was 


“in fact, a voto of censure upon one of the highest funo- 
tionaries of State—upon that functionary who is callod 
tho Keeper of the Queen's Couseienes. the Suprema 
Jodye of the Court of Chancery, one who acts in a two- 
fold capacity in the Hovso of Lords—os the Supreme 
Judge of the highest conrt of Judicature in the king- 
oro, and tho Sponkor of that angust useembly in its de- 
liberations upon publio affaire.”” 


Mr, Hunt's motion was. not finally adopted, 
but that of Mr. Bouverio which superseded it, 
while acquitting the Lord Chancellor of “ur- 
rupt practices,” declared that 


“such evidence, ond also that taken before sCommittao 
of tho Lords, 10 inquire into the elroumstances con- 
nected with the reslenation by Mr. Edmunds of tho 
oftices held by him aud laid before this House show a 
lazity of pracitce and a want of caution with regard to the 
public interests on the part of the Lord Chancellor, in sanc- 
tioning the grant of retiriug pevsiovs to public oftivora 
against whom grayo charges wore pending which, in 
the opinion of this House, are calculated to discredit’ the 
administration of his great office,” 


Perhaps plain people may not be able to seo 
a great deal of difference between corrupt prac- 
tices and such lax practices as disregard tho 
public interests, and are calculated to discredit 
the administration of the Chancellor's great 
office—but no matter, The House of Com- 
mons in its own way and with o thoroughly 
English deference to its traditions condemned 
Lord Westbury and drove him to resign, It 
was an aot most creditable to tho House,—all 
the more so because the Committee of investi 
gation had sought to stiflo the censuro, and be- 


canse the ministry which commands on ordinary 
questions an undofbted majority in the House, 
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in vain attempted to shield its guilty colleaguo. 

Wo bave eo recently given a full statemont 
of the case against the Chancellor that wo need 
only recapitulate it. There have been two in- 
vyestigatious—one known as the Edmunds oase, 
tho other and later as tho Leeds Bankruptoy 
scandal, In the former the Lord Chancellor 
was shown to baye recommended or acquiesced 
in the recommendation of a retiring pension to 
an officer of the Houso of Lords, who made 
way for a son of Lord Wostbary, aud whom he 
know ut tho timo to be guilty of peculation and 
other crimes in office, But this offunse in the 
Lord Chancellor, though unspnringly denounced 
in The Times, was condoned in Parliament. 
The Leeds caso stood on a different ground, It 
was distinotly proved that the Chancellor him- 
selfenuked n pension to be conferred upon the Reg- 
istvar of the Leeds Court of Bankruptey, although 
charges of malfeasance were pending against 
him at tho time. It was proved also that the 
office which Mr. Wilde thus vacated was sought 
by Mr. Welch, who had paid Mr, Richard 
Bethell, the son of the Chancellor, £1,050 for 
his influence, and that immediately upon the 
resignation of Mr. Wilde, Mr. Welch was ap- 
pointed. And the voto of the House was equiy- 
alent to a declaration of its belief that the cor- 
rupt practices of the Chancelloy's son, thongh 
they may not baye been actually known to his 
father, were assisted by tho criminal carcless- 
ness of the Chancellor in the administration of 
his duties, Tbat Mr. Richard Betbell was o 
rascal, that his father knew be was a rascal and 
that nevertheless he allowed his recommenda- 
tion to influence his own official action, was ad- 
mitted evon by the partisans of Lord Westbury, 

No effort, no talent, no influence of authorit; 
no devico of Parliamentary tactics, was spared 
to sare ‘the Lord Chancellor this humilinting 
censure. THis defense was pleaded by the Lord- 
Advocate and the Attorney-General, When it 
became evident tbat the defenso had made no 
impression on the House, Lord Palmerston bim- 
self camo to the rescue, and in a speech, which 
would bo laughable if it were not pitiable, based 
a motion for adjourument upon his testimoninls 
to tho previous good character and ecrvices of 
the Lord Chancellor. Said Palmerston:

‘The consolidation of 
the statute bis, by which it has been redneed from 44 
volumes to 10, tho practical abolition of imprisonment 
fur debt, and many other improvements atheeting every 
class of thecommanits, [Laughter and cries of © Ques 
tion 1” and "Order, oder !"] 


How English that is! Punch itself could do 
nothing with such a speech but give it verbatim. 
Beeausu the Lord Chaucellor had not aleays 
disposed of his patronage corruptly or carelessly, 
ho ought not to ve punished in those cases where 
corruption or laxity was proved ngainst him ! 
Because be bad consolidated the statute law, 
he ought tobe permitted to violate it with im- 
punity! But tho House thought otherwi: 
‘The report of the proceedings becomes dramatic 
in its rapidity. Tho motion to adjourn was 
negatived, the Lord-Adyoente’s amendment 
was negatived, Lord Palmerston, amid a storm 
of cheers, announced that the Government 
abandoned its Chancellor to the indignation 
of tho House, and tho resolution of censure 
was adopted without o division, On the fol- 
lowing day Lord Westbury tendered his resig- 
nation to the Queen, and it was instantly ac- 
cepted. 


The Sun maguifics’a public peril in forecasting 
that our City Delegation in the State Legis- 
lature will bo doubled by the new Apportion- 
ment to be made next Winter, under the State 
Consus now being taken.

Our City sends 
some good and worthy men to represent her at 
Albany; but, take the lot as they run, we defy 
any exaggeration of their raseality or general 
worthlessnese. Double the number—yes, treble 
it—and it will not be possible to render the ay- 
erage more mercenary, more profligate, moro 
unprincipled aud disgracefal, than it has been 
for the last five or six years. So, bring along 
your twenty-five or thirty Members! After what 
we haye survived from 17, we defy de- 
pravity to do its worst.

A Trip up the Savannah Kiver—Rico 
Pinntations — Alligators —A ‘Mosley 
Bond of Passengers—A Negro Bucked

‘AvOUSTA, Go., July 3, 1265. 

A weok of waiting and daily inquiries were 
finally anewered. ‘Tho bont would leave on Mondoy, 
Jano 26, for Augusta, fare $7 60, sloop and cut yourself 
fs best you coull—uo enbio, no berths. Four Yankees 
avd aftebol Captain Just returning from priaon, com- 
ploted our mess... We pitched our tont on the upper oF 
hurricane deck, got up our baggage, provisions, a bar- 


we wore on our way fer the hoart of Rebeldom. Alli- 
gators wore numorous, and wore moving iu various dl- 
reotions, Very soon after leaving Savannah we camo 
tolarge rico pjantations, all lookitig flue, Wo were 
told by sevoral citizens that not an nero of rloe was 
planted this Year. (‘Tho niggors” wouldn't work, and 
tho plantations were all gone to waste, Below the city 
there was no rico growing, Above, for many milea, we 
pnsscd Inrgo plantntions, all looking fice, Iioo fs 
mostly grown below tide-wator, It has to be Invigo- 
rated ut certain stages of its growth, and tho tido rising 
from six to ee ven feet, it is yory eusy tu flood land lying 
below bigh-water mark, A gate Is opened at high 
water, and bnudreds of acres flooded by filling deop, 
wide ditches fall to overflowing, so tbat tho rice-planta 
sro kept suillciontly wet for days bofore tho ditches 
aro aguin filled. Wo had awotley lot of paseongers 
£300 Robol prisoners, nearly all wennded or sick, re- 
turning to their homes made desoluto by war, Lulf of 
thom minus a leg or an arm; 200 nogroos; aright 
amart lot of Yankees, who thought they smelt cotton, 
and families retarning homo, come as far as Atlante, 
sent away by Sherman, constituted the lond, 

‘Alcavy shower in the ovening considerably damp- 
ened our erdor, but this over tho weuthor was dry and bot 
the remainder of the trip. Four long days did we wearlly 
wond our way, srhero Luuso nor field wero seen—all one 
vast minemicswamp. Wor 200 miles the moss wes hung- 
ing bouvily aud thickly from the trees, This denotes 
foyer, mniasma, and an uulitness for baman respiration, 
unless the penalty is paid, At two or three places the 
Danka of the river wero visible.
